He needs 
no rank to give him glory. He began as 
Pat Cleburne, he rose as PatCleburne, his 
sturdy fighters knew him as Pat Cleburne, 
the army proudly talked of him as Pat 
Cleburne, and when he fell in a bloody 
field like the grand hero that he was, it was 
glorious Pat Cleburne that ijlustrated the 
gory altar of Franklin, and drew tears from 
a nation of mourners.

The scabbard: has at the top, on one side, 
a carved medallion of Mr. Davis in profile, 
and on the other side the harpand sham- 
rock of Ireland twined together. 

On the first ring below the shamrock, 
midway down the scabbard, are the words: 


“Maj. Gen. P. R. Cleburne. 
Presented by his old Regiment, 
15th Arhansas.” 


Below is a carved Major General’s insig- 
nia—a wreath with three stara, the middle 
one the largest, and underneath the letters 
“C. S.,” representing those ill-fated but 
historic words—Confederate States.

They stipulate for no petetenne: They en- 

tertain no company. They look sharp after 

all the “odds and ends.” They are 

satisfied with a. very humble .com- 

pensation for thémselves. ‘They “make 

no complaint of “large washings,” 

or “much conspiracy,” or “sweeping 

days,” or “irregularities in the family,” | 
such as many of us have heard for 

years. They take hold of the tasks of each 

day, no matter how heavy, with the same 

uncomplaining cheerfulness, and carry 

them through to their consummation with 

a quiet acquiescence which is most admi- 

rable. They never “ answer back” to your 

instructions and exhortations, except with 

the simple, hearty “all right,” which as- 

sures you that they comprehend and will 

do what is told them. The unaccountable 

leaks that in the old system have drained 

off so many family stores, bringing the tea 
box, the sugar barrel, the butter firkin and 

the lard pot low, with such marvelous ce- 

lerity, seem strangely to have ceased. Any 
new service beyond their experience, when 
once shown, they achieve with an imitative 
dexterity that makes it a pleasure to teach 
them. 

Of course, it is not quite easy at first to 
communicate with them. But they soon 
acquire English enough for all practical 
urposes. The technicalities. of receiving 
when the door-bell rings. and rendering 
the responses of“ not at home.” or * walk 
in,” are easily mastered by them. And to 
all the advantages now suggested, there is 
searcely a“ per contra” of discontent to be 
taken into the estimate. 

Let them come, therefore, we say, no 
matter in what numbers. Let them spread 
all through the vast interior. Let themvas- 
sume our kitchen regime. Let them occu- 
py all ficlds of labor. 

Somewhat slowly but surely they become 
Americanized. They sare eager to learn 
our language. With that- they learn our 
ideas, our social economies, our religion, 

As citizens. these Chinese are orderly, 
quiet and well behaved. There is very lit- 
tle call for the interference of the police 
in their daily life. As laborers, however 
employed, they give universal and unqual- 
itied satisfaction. They are diligent at 
their toil, quick to learn at new tasks, faith- 
ful in obeying order?, nimble, patient and 
honest. The iren track bent over the Sier- 
ras ig a national monument to their skill 
and “persistence. In every harvest field, 
fruit orchard, and small garden, they are 
preferred by those who have tried them to 
all other hands.” I have left them by the 
week together. without any supervision, 
on my fruit ranches, to gather, box and 
send to market, without ever having occa- 
sion to find fault with their intelligence, 
industry or integrity. The vastand grow- 
ing agricultural wealth on our valleys and 
in our plains is more and more to be 
wrought and harvested by their labor.
